To comprehend what preparation 


for war means you have to get out 
into 
a 
manufacturing 
district 


where they make machines. 


I did this one clay last month. 
The shop I visited makes n ma- 


chine into which a man feeds a 
white-hot bar of solid steel, three 
inches thick. The machine goes 
to work on it. 


The man can feed ninety bars 


into the machine in an hour. At the 
end of the hour he will have 
ninety shells, shaped like bullets. 
Eventually these shells will be- 
come parts of bullets, bullets that 
are nearly as long as your arm 
and as thick as your leg. They 
will 
be 
75 and 
105-millimeter 


shells, the kind they use in anti- 
aircraft guns and in the guns 
mounted on big tanks. You can 
shoot them at targets ten miles off, 
and they'll travel half a mile in a 
second, and when they explode 
they'll break into as many as 
3,060 pieces, and any one of the 
pieces may kill a man or knock 
down an airolanc. 


The machine I saw weighs a 


hundred tons and sells for ?50,GOO. 
It takes five months to produce 
one, 
with the help working three 


shifts, seven days a week. 


Factories and arsenals that spec- 


ialize in the production of shells 
buy these machines. 


In a single day of furious battle 


.1 million shells might be fired. 


Now— 
Think what this menus in terms 


of hours, days, months, years. 


Before this nation can shoot a 


million shells in a .day we'll have 
to have the facilities for the pro- 
duction of another million shells 
for the next day of battle. 


Getting ready for a modern war 


is an-'' awful job. 


I'm rather sorry I went out to sec 


my friend's machine. His factory 
is a minute fraction of the war 
business. 
Ten 
thousand 
other 


factories have diverted their facil- 
ities to the production of machines 
to make machines to make all the 
things that arc needed for de- 
fense. 


We've taken on a job 
that 


dwarfs every other job. It's the 
biggest 
thing this nation ever 


tackled. 


Something else to think about: 
To hit an airplane that's travel- 


ing 300 miles an hour requires a 
gun and projectile that are as near 
perfect as anything can be. But 
what avail are these perfect guns 
and projectiles if the men who 
fire them don't know their job and 
can't score a hit? If it takes a year 
to train a mnn lo feed white-hot 
bars into a forging machine, how 
long does it take to train a man 
to hit a target moving five times 
as fast as an eagle?

Program Calls 
for Expansion 
of Air Forces 


Present Strength 
to Be Tripled 
Secretary Stimson 
Discloses 


WASHINGTON — (/P) — Secretary 


Stimson announced War Department 
preparation Thursday to expand the 
army air forces to 409,000 flying cadets 
and enlisted men by next June 30, al- 
most tripling the present strength. 


The present organization of the air- 


force is based on 5'1 combat groups 
whereas the enlarged program calls for 
84 such groups, each composed of sev- 
eral squadrons. 


Stimson said the 54 group undertak- 


ing was well on the way but not yet 
completed. 


Congress was told the original pro- 


gram provided for a force of 25,000 
planes but declined to state how many

Hitler Finally 
Shows Symptoms 
of Disease That 
Affects Dictators

WASHINGTON — Adolf Hitler has 


finally shown symptoms of the dis- 
ease that has affected all the dictators 
who preceded him in world history. 


It's conqueror's smallpox. 
In this war, conqueror's smallpox 


is a third front. The first is the Eng- 
lish Channel. The second is Russia. 


Conqueror's smallpox is the malady 


brought on by people who are willing 
to risk their lives to protest conquest. 
So far, Hitler has not caught the dis- 
ease in its most virulent form. Most 
international observers suspect 
the 


outbreak in European states may be 
premature, and will not become vio- 
lent at this time. 


There arc several reasons: 
Hitler has more powerful antidotes 


than any previous dictator ever had. 
The airplane and the tank can do 
more to stop revolt than any other 
weapons ol history. Rifles and small

38 miles of the USSR capital, Adolf 
Hitler's high command claimed Thurs- 
day and London dispatches said tho 
Germans were taking to the air with 
parachute troops and reserve planes 
in great numbers.

by one, and each one responds to a 
different frequency. In this way it is 
found that each tuft hears only one

Hundreds of Ameiican colleges face

Fred Pierce Corson, president of the 
Pennsylvania College Presidents' As- 
sociatfon, Corson has suggested that 
something like the Students' Army 
Trning Corps of 1917-1918 be esta- 
blished to help small colleges over 
the bump caused by decreased en- 
rollments, and hence by decreased 
tuition income. 


"Private education in America has 


already been bard hit by lessened en- 
dowments and lower income returns," 
warns Dr. Rufus D. Smith, provost 
of New York University. "Chaotic, 
political, haphazard" approaches 
to 


an economy of total war, exemplif- 
ied in tax policies designed to "break 
the rich," have led Dr. Smith to fear 
the closing of many private schools. 
Dr. Smith also sees n permanent pro- 
blem in the shifting age makeup of 
the population, with youth constant- 
ly declining in proportion to other 
ago groups.

Nothing "con- 
siderable improvement in the rate of 
return earned on endowment funds 
in 1939-40," Cain continued, "the ad- 
ministrators of endowed colleges ev- 
erywhere are discussing what effect 
tuition rales and well-equipped gov- 
ernment-financed plants of publicly 
controlled institutions will have up- 
on private colleges, with their higher 
tuition and less well-equipped plants. 
Times mayo change and demands on 
the tux dollar may force economies 
in publicly-controlled colleges that we 
cannot now forsee . . " 


Cain believes that many inadequate- 


ly financed and improperly 
staffed 


institutions will pass out of exis- 
tence, but that the majority of well- 
established institutions will find ways 
to survive. 


Ilutchiiis on the Value of 
Private institutions 
Educators like President Hutchins 


of the University of Chicago have re- 
peatedly pointed out that the United 
States ought not to surrender light- 
ly the independence and variety which 
privately supported 
institutions give 


to the American educational picture. 


Admitting freely lhat some of the 


finest universities are state-control- 
led, Hutchins believes that standards 
have greatly 
influenced 
the better 


state universities, and that without 
those privately-set standards 
there 


would be a temptation for the pub- 
lic institutions to let down, and to 
succumb to political influences as in 
Louisiana and Georgia under Gover- 
nors Long and Talm»dge.

.Hempstead county poultrymen arc 
asked to take all possible steps to in- 
crease the egg production of their 
flocks as their contribution to the farm 
defense program's goal of an 11 per 
cent increase in 1942 over 1941 na- 
tional production. Oliver L. Adams, 
cdlnty agent, has announced. 


The tenative goal for Hempstead 


county is 588,000 dozens, or a 10 per 
cent increase over 1941. 


Because eggs are among the most 


nutritious foods and can be preserved 
and shipped in concentrated form, 


• Secretary of Agriculture 
Claud 
R. 


Wtekatd has designated them as one 
of the foods most urgently needed in 
the 
agricultural 
defense 
program. 


Dried eggs are being shipped to 
Great Britain under the lease-lend 
act. 


Along with hogs, milk, chickens, and 


cheese, eggs have received a price 
guarantee by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture of not less than 85 per 
cent of parity through 1942 as far as 
funds are available, Mr. Adams said. 
Egg prices for 1941 will average about 
85 per cent of parity. Forecasts for 
next year indicate that 1942 egg prices 
may be even higher. 


In view of this floor under price 


and the anticipated increase in con- 
sumer buying, poultrymen are fully 
justified in expanding their egg pro- 
duction, he said. 


Arkansas' egg production goal in 


1942 is 56,525,000 dozen, which is 14 
per cent, or 6,942,000 dozen, over 1941.

Quick Repair of 
Defense Plant 


Work Starts One 
Week After Fire 
Halts Production 


By WILLIS THORNEON 
NEA Service Staff Correspondent 
CLEVELAND—Just one week after 


a key Cleveland defense plant lay in 
what looked like a seething ruin from 
a disastrous fire, the first vital air- 
plane casting came Phoenix-like from 
the ashes. 


That unbelievable-sounding record 


was achieved b ytlie Nnticmnl Bronze 
and Aluminum Foundry Co., without 
whose aluminum castings Rolls-Royce 
engine castings for Packard, fuselage 
castings for North American Aviation, 
and other desperately-needed nation- 
al defense materials would be bottle- 
necked. 


Here's the Chronology 
Follow this blitz-chronology: 
Sept. 30—-Shortly after noon a suddon 


blaze swept the plant. Before night- 
fall the whole thing was a twisted and 
charred mass of wreckage; damage 
was estimated at $2,250,000. 


Oct. 1—Quick survey of the scarcely 


cool wreckage of plant and equipment 
resulted in a decision to clean it out 
and function on the spot rather than 
to seek new quarters. Five hundred 
telephone calls, telegrams, messenger 
relays went out to building trade con- 
tractors, business agents, lumber yards, 
trucking concerns, steel warehouses, 
electricians. As each twisted piece of 
steel framework was cleared from the 
wreckage, it was measured, and its 
duplicate ordered. 


Oct. 2—By seven a. m. superinten- 


dents were on the job; workers came 
on an hour later. From that moment 
on work never stopped for an in- 
stant, 24 hours a day, Saturday, Sun- 
day, all day and all night. Immediate 
arrangements 
were made with the

Electric Illuminating Co. 


to floodlight the whole job for night 
work. At all hours of the night and 
morning trucks kept arriving with 
material. 


Driving rnins fell and flooded the 


project; 120 raincoats had to be hur- 
riedly rounded up and bought; the 
work went on. 


The 0PM rushed priorities. Con- 


tractors, union workmen, supply and 
warehouses bent their backs to do 
what needed to be done. 


Oct. 5 Sunday—A new roof spanned 


the rapidly-rising construction. 


Get. 6—Nearly 45,000 feet of floor 


space had 
been cleared 
and 
re- 


equipped as the new machinery, dies, 
and material began to be put in place, 


Oct. 1—At 3 p. m. the first casting 


was broken out, just one week after 
the fire which had gutted the building.

Free Italian parachu- 
tists have already landed in Italy, 
althmigh that meant death if they 
were caught. All Free Italians are

but to show the world that in such 
a cause, Italians will fight, not run 
away or surrender. 


Italian-Americans in New York and 


elsewhere are optimistic of success.
